Land! participates 
in crime program 

Joe Landi of Sierra Madre, and his son-in-law, 
William Woolsey of Monrovia, have been involved 
in a special program known as FIST, Fugitive 
Investigative Strike Team, that has been operating 
on a state-wide basis. Both men are U.S. Marshals. 

This special enforcement operation by federal, 
state and municipal law enforcement authorities 
has resulted in 2116 arrests' during the past 10 
weeks. Of those arrested in California, about 79'’7o 
had been involved in crimes of violence or drug 
offeniJes. Most were fugitives from state charges. 
Those taken into custody had a cumulative arrest 
record of more than 10,215 offenses. 

FIST was developed by the U.S. Marshal’s 
Service as a cooperative program with state and 
municipal authorities. 

Landi and Woolsey were part of the 108-mem¬ 
ber FIST group that began its fugitive project 
on Jan. 5 and was recently completed. 

Landi has been with the U.S. Marshal’s 
office since 1970. He is now in the court security 
section in a supervisory capacity. 

Landi says he started his career with the 
Police Reserves in Sierra Madre under the tutelage 
of Sgt. Chris Christensen and from there went 
into the Marshal’s service. He said he worked

“Living Without 
a Minoi^’ 

Quest editorlfaj by 

Rev. H. Elwood WIssmann, Minister 
Sierra Madre United Methodist Church 

In Lewis QIbb’s biography of Lady 
Mary Montague, the renowned letter writer 
and wit of London society of the 18th 
century, a remarkable bit of personal 
history Is recorded. 

In 1757, Lady Mary wrote to her 
daughte “It Is 11 years since I have 
looked Ir -) a mirror. The last reflection I 
saw theri^ was so disagreeable that I 
resolved to save myself from such mor¬ 
tification In the future, and shall continue 
that resolution to my life’s end.’’ 

Think of that, living the rest of one’s 
life without a mirrorl Men may say that 
It Is Just as well, since women spend so 
much time in front of the mirror anyway. 
Yet, I have known some men who have 
greatly admired their Image In the mirror 
and spent much time “preening them¬ 
selves.’’ 

However, there are other mirrors than 
the pieces of sllvered-glass that we put 
In front of our face. It Is a tragedy to 
put out of one’s life anything that re¬ 
veals our own moral and spiritual like¬ 
ness. Yet, how perilously easy to dol 

The writer of the Epistle of James 
reminds us: “he Is like a man who ob¬ 
serves his natural face In a mirror; for he 
observes himself and goes away and at 
once forgets what he was like.” (1:23-24) 

We lose the means by which we can 
truly see ourselves — we begin to “fool 
ourselves.” We become complacent and 
smug: “I am doing pretty well. I am Just 
as good as the rest of them.” How easy 
It Is In our complacent selves to be 
satisfied with this kind of mirror-image. 

The great service of the gospels and 
Jesus Is to become the glass In which we 
see ourselves. We see our Image In the 
light that Is thrown upon us from The 
Light of the World. Jesus had a way of 
directing His disciple’s attention to them¬ 
selves and their Inner life. They looked 
on Jesus and they saw their true selves. 

Jesus still offers this experience to 
all who will follow Him — to all who 
will dare to look. Do not refuse to look 
Into that mirror. It Is a hard experience, 
but out of It will come the beginning of 
all growth — humility and repentance. 

Akold Winchester In Virginia, In the 
Shenandoah Valley, there stands In one 
of the cemeteries a shaft of granite com¬ 
memorating the unknown dead of the 
Confederate army. On the shaft are these 
words: 

“Who they are none knows 
What they were all know” 

We are remembered not because of 
the features that are revealed to us In 
the hand mirror that we use to comb 
our hair, but rather we are remembered by 
the life that Is revealed In the mirror of 
the light of Jesus oiv Christ. 

The days of the Lenten season are 
days of preparation, days of Introspection 
— days when we take an objective look 
at our lives, our hopes, and our actions. 

Through the Lenten experience, may 
we become able to see ourselves In the 
mirror and re-dIrect ourselves toward the 
God-created Image to which we are called.

In another bowl cream sugar, 
orange rind and egg yolks. Add flour alter¬ 
nately with orange juice and milk. Fold into 
yolk mixture. Pour into buttered I'/z-qt. 
glass dish. Place dish in 1 inch of hot 
water. Bake about 45 min.-l hr. or until set. 
Serve warm or chilled.
